"We're not doing any defi- 
cit financing yet," Superin- 
tendeul Albert Dlttman said, 
discussing the need for a 
raise in the educational tax 
for Autioch High School. 
"We hope, by getting an In- 
crease Ifi the tax now. lo 
avoid the expense of such 
Jiuaucin«»." 

The Hoard of Education 
has called for a referendum 
requesting a I He increase in 
the educational tax tor the 
High School. This would 
raise the las front the present 
75c per $100 of .assessed valu- 
ation to flOe per $100. 

At present. Diltman said, 
considerable jockeying of ac- 
counts is necessary lo avoid 
borrowing money. Money 
borrowed from other school 
funds to supplement, the edu- 
caliuual fund must be repaid. 
"It's a little like installment 
buying," Dittmau pointed. out. 
"The- amounts gel larger and 
larger, and it* gets harder and 
harder to pay it back." 

If the 15c increase is ap- 
proved by voters, the lax 
wdl not be levied mil II Sep- 
tember of 1005. The first in- 
come from the increased tax 
will be available lo I he school 
in the 100007 school year.

Squad Logs 
332 Calls 
In 1964 

The Antioch Rescue Squad 
answered 332 calls in 1064, 
2:590 radio transmissions 
were made and (he squad was 
out on calls 335 hours and 5 
minutes. The figures come 
from the Autioch Answering 
Service, who handle the calls 
and keep records of them. 

Figuring &% men per 
stftiad call (the average) and 
adding ten minutes each trip 
to clean up I he Iruck and re- 
place supplies, the squad put 
in about 1,000 man hours last 
year in active service. 

This, of course, is in addi- 
tion (o the hours put in at 
meetings,, classes and work at 
the squad headquarters, 

Calls made each month 
were: January. 25; February, 
21; March, 21; April, 10; 
May. 20: June. 22; July 41; 
August, 40; September, 24; 
October, 23; November, 27 
and December. 30. 

As might be expected, July 
and August were the high 
months in number of calls 
handled. This is when the 
l«ike.s area has its heaviest 
traffic and population. 

December calls ran a close 
second to the two busiest 
mouths Inst year. 

The calls listed Include 
some false alarms, where it 
was discovered the .squad 
was not needed, and cover 
emergencies from a plane 
wreck to helping lift aged 
and disabled persons back 
into bed. The squad has aid- 
ed innumerable persons in- 
volved in traffic accidents, 
including those injured in a 
bus accident ou Skokle High- 
way. A few "nuisance" calls 
are weeded out by the An- 
swering Service, where the 
services or the squad arc not 
actually needed. These calls 
are not counted, as the squad 
doesn't go out.

The need -'for a national Medicare program 
could be removed if communities would measure 
up their responsibility/ Coirnty^^^^ 
stituted to care for the needy "-poor. So is the local 
fund for care of the needy. If each area in the na- 
tion shouldered its own responsibility in this mat- 
ter, there would be no need for a national Medi- 
care program. Local administration of such pro-; 
_ grains is always cheaper than a Federal ^program. 

The local politician who would advocate 
such a ? program would quickly lose his office 
when costs of aiding the poor, went up. So, in- 
stead, a faraway Congressman, more remote from 
the pressure of the local voter, can vote to spend 
more of "the taxpayer's money without the threat 
of removal from office. 

Whether or not Medicare makes it through 
Congress this session, education seems sure to 
take abigger bite of both state and Federal funds. 
Adlai Stevenson III is already advocating a flat 
1c sales tax raise to .go to education. A state in- 
come tax and a tax on service occupations will be 
under consideration for bringing more money in 
to the state coffers. t K

.Much of tlie procedure and 
most of the House and Senate 
Rules arc Highly desirable in

First and foremost among 
the handicaps to effective 
Congressional action is the 
lack of control over fiscal 
matters. Notwithstanding the 
Constitutional prerogatives 
of the U. S. House with re- 
spect to Federal revenues 
and expenditures, the House! 
"struggles" with, scratch pnd 1 
and pencil while tlie Execu- 
tive Branches aided by com- 
puters and' automatic data 
processing equipment. 

Another area requiring im- 
mediate attention is the staff- 
ing of Congressional commit- 
tees and Congressional of- 
fices. This matter is of par- 
ticular importance Insofar as 
minority ' staff personnel Is 
concerned. The. small num- 
bers of Republican members 
in tlie House and Senate are 
nevertheless important to the 
perpetuation of our two-party 
system. A vocal and con- 
structive minority can oper- 
ate effectively only wjien the. 
minority positions are fully, 
and clearly set forth |i\^Cdm-. 
petent staffs in s'uV^lent 
numbers are essential in this 
respect. 

The Reorganization Apt of. 
1046 was intended to correct 
the Congressional deficien- 
cies In fiscal management, 
committee structure and Con- 
gressional staffing. The re- 
organization attempted may 
have been adequate for 1946, 
but not for 1965. A biparti- 
san Congressional committee 
composed of equal numbers 
of Republicans and Demo- 
crats could develop the kind 
of Congressional framework 
from which more enlight- 
ened, expeditious and effec- 
tive legislative service might 
be rendered.

The final week of 1964 
and the opening days of 1965 
preseiited some Interesting 
live action commentaries on 
.the American scene as of- 
fered, by the sports section 
of said scene. 

The pursuit of pleasure 
and thrills is an important 
part, of the American scene 
today and tile fact that satis- 
fying this pursuit is akin to 
having a key to Fort Knox 
was proven by the staggering 
amounts professional sports 
promoters are willing to pay 
collegiate gladiators to get 
them to wear the golden, rai- 
ment of Big Buck U. 

A contract calling for more 
than $400,000 is reportedly 
offered a 21 year old college 
student for three years of 
pro football proving that the 
young undergraduate learned 
his lesson well during the 
hectic recruiting that pre- 
ceded his matriculation at 
the college of his choice. 

While the wages he will be 
able to comand during the 
time he Is proving himself 
worthy of the company of 
Johnny Unitas, Jim Brown, 
. Jim Taylor and. other stars of 
the golden gridiron are con- 
siderably more than he 
earned' in college, this Is 
really a question of econom- 
ics rather than ethics. 

The real commentary on 
the frantic search for the 
fast buck is found In the 
story of the college athletes 
declared Ineligible for their 
final college game because 
they have already signed pro- 
fessional contracts. 



There are cynics, of course, 
who will say they became 
professionals when they en- 
tered college to play big-time 
football and that it matters 
little if they sign in advance 
to play for open checks in- 
stead of under the table un- 
marked cash. 

These kids, of course, were 
exposed to the hypocrisy of 
big-time sports before they 
received their high school di- 
plomas, and it is perhaps ask- 
ing too much of them to 
honor whatever commitments 
they might have to the col- 
leges that exposed them, how- 
ever inadequately, to higher 
education. 

Still, It would seem that 
the owners of professional 
football teams who like to 
call themselves sportsmen, 
would make some attempt to 
honor the agreements they 
have with their farm clubs, 
sometimes known as. univer- 
sities, colleges, and institu- 
tions of higher learning. 

And It would seem that 
sometime during four years 
of association with those 
stellar builders of characters 
the football coaches, that 
these muscular flowers of 
American manhood would 
learn something of the sanc- 
tity of a contract, some con- 
ception of what Is right and 
wrong in bargaining with a 
prospective employer, some 
reminder that a man's word 
and his handshake are sup- 
posed to be sacred. 

The moss-covered cliches 
used by defenders of the in- 
ter-collegiate sports picture' 



sound rather hollow when 
teamwork becomes equated 
with- having your agent play 
one. offer against the offers 
of another team, which sacri- 
fice means sacrificing your, 
team's chance of victory to 
get your own name on the 
dotted line, when initiative 
means signing every contract 
offered and then taking the 
one that looks best at the last 
minute. 

Of course, college sports 
are not alone in this mockery 
of the word sportsmanship. 

The owners of the once 
proud Milwaukee Braves can 
hold their own with any 
group of brigands when It 
comes to double-talk and dou- 
ble-dealing, with one-sided 
interpretations of contracts, 
and with determined seeking 
of the sports dollar. 

Any city that is so foolhar- 
iy as to build a sports arena 
today for privately owned 
athletic teams that have no 
regard for the city In which 
they are located other than 
the music of the whirring 
turnstiles is asking for a re- 
bellion by the peasants.. 

Despite long- standing 
membership in the sports 
buff club, 1 would join the 
ACT before submitting to 
the construction of a sports 
stadium that was to bo paid 
for with revenues of profes- 
sional teams who could pick 
up their toys and move when- 
ever the mood seized them, 
which of course would be 
the first time the fans decid- 
ed that they- wanted major 
league entertainment for ma- 
jor league prices.

tion In the . Senate and the, 
writer has introduced a slm-| 
liar measure in tlie House. 

Although much may be 
said in behalf of revising the 
Senate's rule which permits 
unlimited debate (filibusters), 
much can also be said in sup- 
port of permitting fuller de- 
bate in the House. Wiiilo 
the Democratic minority has 
been considerate In allotting 
time for Republican Members 
to present arguments on 
pending measures, a general' 
rule which granted equal 
time for presenting majority 
and minority positions would 
seem highly desirable. This 
should apply to debates on 
final passage as well as in the 
consideration of amendments 
and conference committee 
reports. 

Another subject deserv- 
ing attention is the length of 
tho sessions of Congress. 
The first session of the last 
(86th) Congress extended 
from January 7 to December 
24, 1963, The second session 
did not adjourn until Octo- 
ber 3, 1964, just one month 
before the general election. 
Snorter sessions would seem 
to be desirable if the Mem- 
bers of Congress are to han- 
dle their responsibilities 
more expeditiously. 

Still another /reform which 
merits the most careful con- 
sideration concerns Members 
of Congress in their non-lcgis- 
latlve duties. Those Import- 
ant and time-consuming ser- 
vices could be handled much 
more efficiently than at pres- 
ent, and the time saved could 
then be devoted to more thor- 
ough consideration of issues 
and closer attention to com- 
mittee work. Worthy of con- 
sideration is the appointment 
of an "ombudsman," a sort 
of service officer who could 
handle directly the service 
requests addressed to Mem- 
bers of the Congress, Such 
an official Is provided for in 
the Swedish system and has 
been recommended recently 
for- members of the British 
Parliament. 

These are but a few of the 
changes which might imprave 
the operations of the United 
States Congress and are 
among those that may be 
considered If a bipartisan 
commission Is established by 
a concurrent resolution of 
the U. S. House and Senate 
in the 69th Congress,

l/cukcmia— the mysterious, 
Incurable blood disease that 
snuffs out the lives of thous- 
ands of children and adults 
each year — ranks as one of 
the most dreaded of all dis- 
eases. 

Unfortunately, much of 
the terror with which mosl 
people regard leukemia is 
duo to lack of Information. 
The fact is, certain forms of 
leukemia can be readily con- 
trolled. With proper treat- 
ment, many leukemia victims 
can live for many years and 
maintain good general 
health. 

Leukemia may be regarded 
as a type of cancer of the 
blood-forming organs— prin- 
cipally the bone marrow and 
the spleen. Failure of these 
organs to manufacture blood 
properly produces Ihe typi- 
cal early symptoms of leu- 
kemia — pallor, fatigue, ane- 
mia and weakness. Addi- 
tional symptoms include 
bone pain and skin eruptions. 

Although not contagious, 
leukemia may run in famil- 
ies. Often it is triggered by 
factors in the environment 
such as exposure to x-rays 
and radioactive materials. 
Absorption of benzene and 
other chemicals through the 
skin also has been Implicated 
as a cause. 

The so-called "a c u I c" 
forms of leukemia— which 
occur most frequently in 
children— strike witii sudden 
swiftness aiid present a wild

clinical .course. There arc 
sudden chills and fever, weak 
and rank) pulse, sore throat, 
breathing difficulty and pros- 
tration. Unless rapidly con- 
trolled, death ensues In a 
few days. In the chronic 
types — more frequent in 
adults— symptoms may de- 
velop so slowly and over such 
a long period that the fre- 
quently go unnoticed until 
the disease is well advanced. 

Although there is no real 
cure for leukemia at present, 
your physician Is far from 
helpless against it. Among 
the powerful agents al his 
disposal to suppress the dis- 
ease arc .x-rays, radloaettvc 
phosphorus, steroid hor- 
mones and new, specific anti- 
cancer drugs. 

A recent breakthrough is 
the successful transplant of 
hone marrow from a healthy 
donor to a leukemia victim. 
Perhaps even more startling 
is the recent discovery that a 
virus grown in human tissue 
can produce a type of leu- 
kemia in mice. This achieve- 
ment points to an infectious 
cause of leukemia nnd may 
eventually lead to an effec- 
tive, preventive vaccine. 

Right now, your physician 
is able to slow down more 
than two-thirds of the acute 
types of leukemia. Happily 
the best results arc being 
achieved In children. With 
the perfection of new tech- 
niques — and perhaps the 
discovery of tho underlying 
cause — leukemia soon may be 
a "disease of the past."

Scott immediately set De- 
cember maturity dates on 
400 million dollars in open 
time deposits that the State 
was holding in Illinois banks 
and called for new bids on 
State funds. 

Bids were accepted from a 
record H27 banks throughout 
Illinois at an average interest 
rate of 3.7 percent as com- 
pared to the previous aver- 
age of 3.3 percent. The in- 
crease of interest means that 
the State will be earning 
$1, 000,000 a year more on its 
400 million dollar _ invest- 
ment. 

In. addition Scott earned 
another $107,000 for the 
State by gradually selling 
off 70 million dollars of the 
State's holdings in U. S. 
Treasury Bills and switching 
the funds into 4 percent bank 
time deposits. 

Scott said that while ^of 
necessity, some state depos- 
its can unly be in very short 
term investments, the slate 
is now earning 4 per cent, or 
better nn the bulk of its bank 
deposits.
